wi has society placed such a relatively 
low value on the services of the architect 
asks the R.I.B.A.* Architects are in fact at the 
bottom of the scale of professional earnings. 

There is not one answer to this question 
but a number, in addition to the obvious one 
—someone has to be at the bottom. In fact, 
the remuneration of top architects whose 
services are regularly used for important 
buildings is nowhere near the bottom of the 
scale. But the public can very often have 
their buildings, if they want to, without the 
services of an architect (although the tendency 
is not that way), and they may not be pre- 
pared to pay more than they do for his 
services in the general run of things today. 

As a profession, architecture suffers from 
introspection and inbreeding, over- 
crowded, and, as at present constituted, is 
limited in the way it serves the building 
industry and the general public, considering 
the great talent it can command. Too many 
of its young, bright members are, understand- 
ably, more interested in chasing the latest 
design gimmick than in learning the hard 
technical facts of life, in order to produce 
straightforward solutions to their clients’ 
building problems in terms which the con- 
tractor can build quickly and economically. 

Architects are not altogether to blame for 
this state of affairs. The separate elements of 
the building team have held aloof from one 
another much too long. Like oriental castes, 
each has been jealous of its own function and 
the result has been misunderstanding and 
inefficiency.

By contrast the civil engineers have gained 
from the ease with which those who are 
consultants and those who are contractors 
can meet on terms of equality under the same 
roof and discuss their problems from their 
separate points of view. Perhaps architects 
have something to learn from this. 

The broad hint given by Sir David Eccles, 
the Minister of Education, at the annual 
dinner of the Institute of Builders last week, 
that negotiations were almost completed for 
the London College of Building “where 
architects, quantity surveyors, structural 
engineers and builders would all be taught 
under one roof to the highest academic 
level” will be widely welcomed therefore, not 
only for the intrinsic value of such a college, 
but also as a symbol of integration. But it is 
a relatively small step forward. 

The range of building work has never been 
more varied and complicated. Would different 
kinds of architect, following the pattern of the 
engineers, bring smoother working between 
design and construction? Could new kinds 
of building contract and new methods of 
tendering procedure be devised to ease the 
builder’s task as well as the architect’s in 
order to make building more efficient, and 
cheaper for the client? 

Whatever the system, it has to be accepted 
by all members of the building team; and a 
tradition has to be built up, at least trusted, 
if not easily recognizable, by the general 
public. This is a challenge facing the industry; 
but the architect’s remuneration is bound up 
with it.

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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


A QUESTION OF SAFETY 


According to a usually reliable source of informa- 
tion, a film on safety on building sites was being made 
recently and was in the process of being shot. The 
particular scene was designed to show the dangers of 
not having someone at the bottom of a ladder when 
in use. At this point a factory inspector arrived on the 
lot and straightaway pointed out that the regulations 
were being infringed, because there was no man on 
the bottom of the ladder. The person in charge pointed 
out that a film on safety was being made, and that 
the point being illustrated was, and so on. The inspec- 
tor, however, was adamant, saying that if there was 
a man on a ladder there had to be another at the 
bottom of it. Argument was found to be useless. The 
picture was made with two men, and the one at the 
bottom of the ladder was subsequently rubbed off the 
film. I hope they kept the original for that inspector 
seems to be the kind of chap who might easily prove 
that to show a breach of the regulations in a film was 
itself a breach of the regulations. 


THINGS FROM FINLAND 


A small exhibition entitled “Living with Finnish 
Design” is now to be seen at the Ceylon Tea Centre. 
In some ways it is the perfect exhibition, for when | 
went there on the opening day there was not one

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printed word about it nor any word of explanation 
on the exhibits. Just for once the things on show were 
in uncontested possession of the field. No doubt this 
was really a mistake, and, admittedly, it made iden- 
tification a little difficult. 

The articles shown are everyday things for the home, 
from textiles to glass and from pots to stainless steel. 
The setting is at once exciting and slightly sinister, as 
most of the light comes through the groundglass sur- 
face of low display tables. It is white and intense, 
but serves perfectly to show glass both white and 
coloured. Visitors, however, do not show up so well. 
The ceiling is dark and low and one wall of the gallery 
is covered with a gorgeous series of red and orange 
textiles in various striped and chequered patterns. One 
long wall of the gallery is curtained with dark material 
and the other has a number of lighted recesses con- 
taining tableware of various kinds. The display 
technique makes the objects look even more lovely 
than they really are and there is, I think, some danger 
that having bought something and taken it home it 
would never look the same again. I think I am right 
in guessing that the goods displayed represent the 
latest thing that can be bought from that excellent 
little Finnish shop in a street just off the Hay- 
market. If the general run of things is familiar 
there are some pleasant variations. For example, there 
are groups of dishes, some circular and some triangular, 
permanently fixed together in threes, fours or even 
more. They would look charming filled with goodness- 
knows-what. I think I should be tempted to break my 
dish off from the block like a piece of chocolate. The 
triangular ones would not be very easy to keep clean. 
There are also some curious coloured glass decanters 
reminiscent of chessmen from Alice in Wonderland. 


PALACE OF WALLPAPER 

Slater and Uren, ably assisted by Geoffry Holroyd, 
have provided a most distinguished building for Arthur 
Sanderson & Sons, in which to show their wallpapers 
and fabrics. The new building stands on the site of 
their old one in Berners Street. To begin with, it is, 
as far as I know, the first shop or showroom in London 
where adequate accommodation has been provided 
for customers’ cars. If you arrive in this way you 
drive straight down to the sixty-seven place garage 
in the basement and proceed straight to the showroom 
floors by lift. This means that most of the ground floor 
is given up to ramps and carriageways, but it leaves 
foom, in a centre courtyard, for a delightful, but per- 
haps rather over-complicated, water garden. Here water 
spouts, gushes and bubbles, amid rocks, mosaics and 
weeping beeches. The building, which is admirably 
planned and detailed, consists of a main block front- 
ing the street with showrooms on the first and second 
floors. These showrooms return at the two ends and 
are connected along the back of the courtyard by 
internal bridges. A broad staircase leads from the 
ground floor entrance into a two-storey-high showroom, 
from which the staircase, now reduced in width, pro- 
ceeds to the second floor. This arrangement of levels 
and bridges provides excellent cross-views and vistas 
throughout the building and makes for considerable 
excitement. The connecting link containing the bridges 
is Only two storeys high and thus allows the sunshine 
from the west to reach the back of the main front 
block. The cross block at the southern end of the 
courtyard, though set back on the street front, goes 
up to 110ft. The whole building is used by Sandersons 
with the exception of the top two floors of this block. 
The building, which was the subject of a negotiated 
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contract, was completed by the general contractors, 
Holloway Bros., more than two months ahead of the 
contract date. It cost £1,250,000, that is, about 10s 6d 
per cubic foot, including all interior fittings—which 
cost £200,000. 

The overall effect of the building inside is one of 
blinding colour and brilliance. Passing the bronze 
bust of Mr. Ivan Sanderson, by Epstein, in the hall, 
one climbs the stairs already mentioned, escorted by a 
vast stained-glass window, designed by John Piper, 
and executed by Patrick Reyntiens. This window is 
about as different from the great baptistry window in 
Coventry Cathedral as it is possible to imagine. My 
impression was that one was much to close to it for 
comfort, and that although the colours were superb, 
the shapes and textures of the glass used were not 
happy. But that is a first impression. 

The general setting of the showrooms I found quite 
overpowering. The brightness of the lights alone would 
have inhibited me from choosing anything. An archi- 
tect’s room is provided (unfortunately I did not see it, 
but it is there) so that architects and their clients can 
study schemes of decoration “in the detached sur- 
roundings”. 

The interior decorations and fittings were designed 
by Beverley Pick Associates, in close collaboration 
with the architects. While it is clear that a great deal 
of thought and care has gone into this part of the 
scheme, it does seem to me that it has been somewhat 
overdone. Some of the display is good, but some, for 
example, where low dishes, filled with frothed-up 
textiles are floodlit, I found hard on both eye—and 
stomach. Generally speaking, access ways seem to 
be much more brightly lit than showroom areas. This 
may be a good idea, but the contrast is too great. The 
overall-lit ceilings made me reach for my dark glasses. 
This is a first-class building, and Slater & Uren can 
justly feel that they have provided Sandersons with an 
architectural contribution to modern London, and the 
most lavish showrooms in the country. 


THE CREATIVE CRAFTSMAN 


H.R.H. The Duke of Edinburgh opened an 
exhibition of the work of members of the Crafts Centre 
of Great Britain, at the R.I.B.A., last week. He spoke 
extremely well, and obviously knew his _ subject 
thoroughly. He stressed the need for the practice of 
individual craftsmanship to continue alongside the 
design of things for the mass market and pointed out 
that the products of the master craftsman would always 
have a market, which was necessarily very small. Mr. 
Basil Spence was in the chair and Mr. John Farleigh 
thanked His Royal Highness for opening the 
exhibition. 

The exhibition has been excellently set by Neville 
Ward, using a series of bays with a new system of low 
voltage spotlighting, devised by Atlas Lighting. 

The general effect is most satisfactory. I find myself 
with very mixed feelings about the exhibits. In some 
instances, I would describe them as the “triumph of 
craftsmanship over design”, in others, for example, 
in some of the furniture, the design standard seems 
to be halfway bick from heavy Victorian to the 
master cabinet makers of the eighteenth century. In 
letter-cutting only, would I be prepared to give 
unstinted praise. A wide variety is shown and it is all 
first class. In the other categories there are some 
good, or even exquisite things, and some bad. I sneak 
of design, for the standard of craftsmanship is univer- 
sally superb. Woven textiles, I think, come off best.

Modern metal work, where it develops from traditional 
practice seems to me to be right, but many of the new 
shapes I find unsatisfactory. After the opening 
ceremony a small harpsichord drew an admiring 
crowd. Admittedly it was beautifully made, but surely, 
the real test of whether an instrument of this kind is 
any good is in the music that can be produced from it. 

For fear that you should think that I have been 
unnecessarily churlish about the exhibition let me add 
that there is much that is well designed, as well as 
representing the highest flight of British craftsmanship 
today.

THAT COLLEGE 


Since the A.A. declined to participate, little has 
been heard about the Ministry of Education’s proposal 
for a College of Architecture, Building. etc. However, 
Sir David Eccles, speaking at the annual dinner of the 
1.o.B. last week, said that negotiations were not quite 
advanced enough for him to make a_ statement. 
Apparently he was very nearly able to say that “the 
site is chosen; the administrative set-up is agreed; the 
cost will be over £1 million pounds and the M.o.E. will 
put the college in the programme just as soon as 
plans are ready.” A telephone call to the secretary 
of the A.A., which, internally, at any rate, is still 
rumbling on the subject, produced the reply, no 
comment! My guess is that the architectural com- 
ponent of the college will turn out to be the Regent 
Polytechnic. Doubtless, when the news breaks, the 
wailing from some of the less well-informed A.A. 
members will be considerable. I still think that the 
right decision was taken in Bedford Square (West Side. 
Nos. 34-36).

R.1.B.A. Prizes 


Sir,—I was very pleased to note that you had devoted a 
leader to the R.I.B.A. prizes. As you say, something is very 
wrong with these prizes. (A. & B.N., February 10, 1960.) 

I was amazed to read that at a press conference the 
president was reported to have referred to the astonishing 
lack of interest displayed by students and the profession 
in these prizes. I had hoped that at one of his press 
conferences he would have informed us what the R.LB.A. 
or the Board of Architectural Education were doing to 
rectify this state of affairs. Surely everyone connected 
with the prizes appreciated that there is something wrong. 

If, for instance, you are manufacturing a commodity 
and it does not sell, you do not blame the public, if you 
do, as the R.I.B.A. appear to be doing regarding the 
prizes, you are burying your head in the sand 

I have, as you know, for the last ten years been trying 
to encourage a greater interest in these prizes, and I was 
very pleased to hear at last year’s criticism of the prizes 
Mr. Edward Mills state that he had been asked by the 
officers of the Board of Architectural Education to make 
a report to them on that year’s results, and he went on 
to state that he was hoping to suggest ways in which the 
appeal of the prizes could be widened. [| have been 
wondering what has happened to his report. 

I would like to reiterate what you said in the third 
paragraph of your leader, as I feel this paragraph could 
form the basis of a reappraisal of the whole question. The 
paragraph states, “What we need is a basic re-examination 
of what prizes are intended to do; what useful charac- 
teristics they foster; what students are interested in; what 
architectural ideals they follow; what inducements are 
calculated to arouse their enthusiasm. We need, in fact, 
a piece of consumer research.” 

I, like yourself, feel that the donors of the prizes would 
welcome this and so would the students. 

The sooner the whole problem is tackled by the R.I.B.A.

Railway Architecture 


Sir,—My failure to see any architectural merit in the 
railway stations recently illustrated* may be due to 
advancing years. I knew Banbury well and used th: old 
timber G.W.R. station almost daily for three of the var 
years, and knew also the magnified Dutch barn that served 
the L.M.S. branch line alongside, now, I believe. extinct. 
My regrets are not for the passing of these relics, but that 
nothing more worthy has replaced them. The central 
bridge and staircase resemble the enclosed pithead of a 
modern colliery. The out-buildings appear to be just as 
untidily haphazard, and the pedestrian access as remote

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from the main road, as formerly. The old dingy refresh- 
ment room was, at any rate, on the platform. How many 
will climb to the second floor for buns and drinks, even 
for an exhilarating prospect of gas-works and cattle 
market? There seems to be a lift, but, if British Railways 
can afford the manpower to work it, why economize on 
the extra guard needed for a slip coach to the town. 

But whether one prefers Brunel Elizabeth I or B.T.C. 
Elizabeth II, the stations illustrated, possibly excepting 
Manchester, show no advance on those of 130 years ago. 
Barely one-third of the total platform space seems to be 
under cover. Railway engineers, for whose structural 
achievements I have great respect, are doubtless hardy 
men, used to roughing it in all weathers. B.T.C. 
executives travel either in comfortable Rolls or in first- 
class compartments spaced to pull up under cover. 
Luggage, like the health of the rank-and-file, is not 
improved by exposure to pouring rain. Possibly the new 
stations have heated waiting-rooms. The standard rail- 
way practice is to place grates, usually empty, close to 
doorways.

The professional builder 
will undoubtedly become a better builder if his training 
becomes more exacting, but let us not regard the ultimate 
aim of the Institute of Builders’ examinations to produce 
a new architect-builder type who will make of the architect 
a pure producer of non-detail drawings.

N.F.B.T.E. Annual General Meeting 


Sir—In the above report,+ attention is called to the 
small amount of land being made available to builders 
for building homes. Whilst the following suggestion may 
not be applicable to builders generally, it is of consider- 
able significance to the country as a whole 

The writer heard recently of a northern industrial town, 
with a population in the region of 18,000, where 2,000 
people lived alone. No doubt, most of these are older 
people and spinsters. Often the houses they live in still have 
a reasonable length of life and are capable of being con- 
verted into small flats. By this method, older persons 
and spinsters are provided with up-to-date facilities in 
homes of adequate size. There is little or no garden to 
be cared for and the houses are near shops and bus 
routes. The property is what these people have been 
used to. 

Whilst the cost of conversion may be equal to that of 
building a new older person’s bungalow itself, it should 
be remembered that two flats are being provided for the 
cost of building one, and that there are no land, road and 
sewer or street lighting charges and the community as 
a whole is saved such services as gas, water and electricity.

Architects Pay the Lowest 


In their report on doctors’ and dentists’ remuneration, 
the Royal Commission published a table of earnings of 
different professional careers from the ages of 30 to 65, 
based on what a man who was 30 in 1955 might then 
reasonably have expected to earn if he worked full-time 
until he was 65—the circumstances remaining unchanged. 
The figures are as follows: Medical—general medical 
practitioners, £79,000; consultants, £117,000; senior hos- 
pital medical officers, £73,000; general medical service, 
£76,000; hospital doctors, £100,000; all N.H.S. doctors, 
£84,000. Dental—general dental practitioners, £79,000; 
general dental service, £78,000. Others in order of earn- 
ings—actuaries, £105,000; barristers, £92,000; solicitors 
(England and Wales), £88,000; graduates in industry, 
£84,000; advocates, £72,000; accountants, £71,000; solicitors 
(Scotland), £67,000; surveyors, £63,000; engineers, £59,000: 
architects, £54,000. 


First Comments of the R.I.B.A. on the 
Report of the Royal Commission on Doctors’ 
and Dentists’ Remuneration 


Why has society placed such a relatively low value on 
the services of the architects? The disclosure of the archi- 
tects at the bottom of the scale of professional earnings 
published in the report of the Royal Commission on 
doctors’ and dentists’ remuneration brings into sharp focus 
the fundamental questions that have been concerning the 
profession and the Institute in recent years. 

Is the architect’s standard of education and training on 
a comparable level with that of other professions? 

Have we flooded the market with too many architects 
and thus debased the coinage? 

What kind of service, both in quality and extent, ought 
the architect to provide? To what scale of fees does this 
correspond? 

Could the level of efficiency in architects’ offices be 
increased to enable more adequate rewards to be given 
within the existing scale of fees? Should the architect's 
work be differently organized with greater reliance on 
non-professional assistants, on standardization and central 
information and technical services? 

Is there any real public understanding of the functions 
of the architect? 

Questions also need to be asked about the other pro- 
fessions to try to understand the factors that may have 
influenced the present relativities. Do they have a higher 
proportion of members working in industry with its 
relatively bigger rewards? Has their organization of 
private practice any features from which architects might 
profit, e.g.. the solicitor with his managing clerk? In 
public service do other professions have such a high 
proportion of their members in the relatively junior 
grades? 

The Commission's report is likely to serve as a sharp 
thorn in the flesh of the various committees of the 
Institute that are considering these problems although 
much more in the way of full fact finding and heart 
searching will be needed before either they, or the pro- 
fession at large, find the answers—or indeed can interpret 
this report satisfactorily. 

Some analysis of the findings of the survey of architects’ 
incomes in relation to this and other professions will 
appear in the April issue of the R.I.B.A. Journal. 


The Late Maxwell Ayrton 


We record with deep regret the death last week at the 
age of 86, of Maxwell Ayrton, F.R.1.B.4.. who was the 
designer of the British Empire Exhibition and stadium 
at Wembley. Ayrton, who, as a young man, worked in 
Lutyen’s office is perhaps best known for his bridges and 
viaducts on the North Circular Road, the Great North 
Road and in the Highlands of Scotland, and for the 
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Twickenham Bridge. On bridges he worked in associa- 
tion with Sir Owen Williams. Other works by Maxwell 
Ayrton included the School of Medicine Teaching and 
Research Laboratories, Royal Free Hospital, additions to 
Haileybury and Lancing Colleges, art galleries for the 
Corporation of Glasgow and the Cartwright Memorial 
Hall, Bradford. 


Building Wage Increases: A Challenge 


Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, president, N.F.B.T.E., 
spoke of the recent claim settlements made in the building 
and civil engineering industries when he addressed the 
L.M.B.A. council last week. He said: 

“First, a word on the wage negotiations recently under- 
taken by the civil engineers which resulted in a reduction 
in working hours in the winter without loss of pay, and 
a new agreement on overtime rates. The working hours 
agreement means, in fact, that civil engineering operatives 
will receive an increase in their wage packets of I4d an 
hour. The financial implication of the overtime agree- 
ment will depend on how much overtime they work. 

“Contrary to the belief expressed in many quarters, at 
no time has there been closer liaison between the 
N.F.B.T.E. and the F.C.E.C. We were kept fully informed 
of the intentions of the F.C.E.C. and we were given every 
opportunity of expressing our views. Liaison, however, 
does not necessarily mean agreement and in the event 
we were unable to dissuade our civil engineering friends 
from taking the course they did. It was inevitable that 
the decision reached by them should have some influence 
upon our own negotiations, and indeed this proved to be 
the case. 

“In our National Joint Council negotiations it was made 
quite clear by the operatives that to have different wage 
rates on building and civil engineering work among men 
who were interchangeable would not only result in con- 
siderable difficulties but could strain and damage our good 
industrial relations with the operatives. Your representa- 
tives felt that there was much in their arguments, and they 
were also persuaded that the time had come when a 
greater value should be placed on craft skill. The settle- 
ment therefore of 14d an hour for labourers and 24d for 
craftsmen can be considered as a logical and fair agree- 
ment. The fact that these decisions should not come into 
force until April 18 also shows a good understanding on 
both sides 

“One thing. however, is of vital importance, and here 
issue should be taken with those members of the general 
public who immediately rush into figures on the increased 
cost of building resulting from such a wage agreement. 
This increase in labour costs of something under 4 per 
cent must be absorbed by increased productivity. If we 
as a nation are unable to offset increased earnings by 
increased productivity, then we have nothing else to look 
forward to other than progressive inflation. It is the 
duty of every builder in the country constantly to examine 
his organization and his methods of working so that we 
as an industry can keep inflation at bay. Do not accept 
this wage settlement in any way other than as a challenge; 
a challenge to keep our costs steady. As the greatest 
single industry in the country we have responsibilities 
commensurate with our greatness. This is one.” 


Cost Control Conference 


A further conference on methods of control of the 
building costs at the design stage is to be held at Notting- 
ham University, from Friday, March 25, until Sunday, 
March 27, 1960. The conference, which is sponsored by 
the Cost Research Liaison Committee of the R.I.B.A. and 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, will be on 
the same lines as those already held at Great Missenden, 
Bristol, York and Manchester. The conference arrange- 
ments are being made jointly by the R.I.B.A. and the 
Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln Society of Architects. 
It is primarily intended for the Midlands region, and it is 
unlikely that there will be a further conference in this 


area.

Deputation Meets Minister 


Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister of Housing, was left 
in no doubt last Thursday about the disquiet felt by a 
section of Parliamentarians concerning the proposals for 
the development of Tower Hill in the City of London.

Houses spent 90 minutes with Mr. Brooke, making plain 
their views regarding the construction of a five-storey 
office block between All Hallows’ Church and the Tower.

The International Study Group on the Channel Tunnel 
proposal are expected to send the Government their 
report in the near future, said Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, the 
Foreign Secretary, answering questions in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday. Mr. Lloyd added that no 
worthwhile discussions about the matter could be held 
with the French Government until the report had been 
studied.

Ministry Contract Policy 


It is the Ministry of Works’ policy to place contracts for 
the department's construction work after competitive 
tendering, said Mr. Harmar Nicholls, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, in the Commons on 
Tuesday. 

He explained that the system of inviting tenders from 
a selected list of approved firms was the one recommended 
by several independent committees since 1944 and was 
commended only a few months ago in the Code for 
Selective Tendering published by the Joint Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders. 

Mr. Nicholls assured members that any firm could get 
on the Ministry's list of approved firms. 

Mr. Spriggs (Lab., St. Helens) suggested the Minister's 
policy created danger of monopoly or a price ring. 

Mr. Nicholls said tendering was best covered by firms 
being asked to tender for work it was known they were 
capable of doing. (February 16.)

TOTAL of 51 designs was submitted, many showing 

good ideas, and all a keen interest in the project. 
Practically all could be described as modern, while 
the total amount of design, thought and drafting effort, 
together with the quality of leading schemes, fully 
justifies the burgh council’s enterprise in promoting the 
competition. 

This new district shopping centre and the adjacent 
housing is essentially a combined town-planning archi- 
tecture-design problem and on this basis the solutions 
have been judged. Many designs showed quality and 
originality in their architectural aspects, not matched, 
however, by their town planning which, it must be 
realized is something more even than large-scale architec- 
ture. Thus while recognizing the limitations of existing 
surroundings (indeed the precise reason for the council's 
effort to bring about an improvement by holding a design 
competition), it was essential, above all things, that the 
scheme should be a good neighbour, open to, and readily 
merging with the surroundings, rather than entirely 
dismissing them by turning inwards to a self-contained 
respectability largely displaying backs and service areas 
to the rest of the district. 

When solving problems of this nature it is necessary 
first to establish the areas of activity, and then to evolve 
the best routes of communication to serve them with 
safety, efficiency and comfort. Already, however, the site 
was bounded by an important district road, Kersiebank 
Avenue to the west, and by Loanhead Avenue to the 
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Law and Admiaistratien 


Slum Clearance 


The Ministry of Housing and Local Government have 
published Circular 2/60 on the subject of Slum Clearance. 
This circular sets out some interesting figures on the 
housing position. The background to the figures is, in 
many cases, highly doubtful, but nevertheless they are 
probably the best available at the present time 

Slum clearance proposals, made by local authorities to 
the Minister in 1954/55, showed that, of 13 million per- 
manent houses in England and Wales, about 850,000 were 
considered to be unfit for habitation. Local authorities 
proposed then to demolish some 375,000 in the course of 
the ensu_ng five years, and to patch up another 88,000. 

The Ministry now estimates that by the time the present 
programme is completed, at the end of the present year, 
over a quarter of a million houses will have been 
demolished or closed, and that about three-quarters of a 
million people will have been rehoused 

The Minister has decided not to ask for a fresh general 
survey of the position, but suggests instead, that local 
authorities supply him with new clearance proposals, 
except where, after review, they are satisfied that their 
programme has been completed and that there are no 
more unfit houses in their area. 

An appendix to the circular sets out the form in which 
the Minister asks that the new proposals be submitted. 
Despite the fact that the clearance programme is now fairly 
well advanced there is little indication, and none in this 
circular, that a more discriminating and selective approach 
is to be encouraged in the work of slum clearance. 


Advertisement Control 


The second recent circular published by the Ministry 
of Housing in recent weeks is Circular 3/60, which intro- 
duces and explains the new Town and Country Planning 
(Control of Advertisements) Amendment Regulations. 
This subject has already been discussed in the news column 


of a previous issue (see A. & B.N., 3/2/60) 


Plant and Machinery 

Certain plant and machinery, like buildings, is liable to 
rates. The general principles to be applied in deciding 
what plant and machinery should be rateable was set out 
in the Rating and Valuation Act, 1925. That Act estab- 
lished four classes which were liable for rates, which 
included equipment for heating, lighting and ventilating, 
passenger lifts and elevators and any plant “in the nature 
of a building or structure.” The Act provided, also, that 
a committee should compile a detailed list which was to 
be brought into force by means of a Ministerial order, 
such an order was made in 1927. 

In 1957 the Ritson Committee was appointed to review 
the list and it issued its report last year. Most of th: 
Ritson Committee’s recommendations have now been 
embodied in a new draft order called, The Plant and 
Machinery (Rating) Order, 1960, which came into effect 
on February 8, subject to the fact that it can be annulled 
by Parliament within 40 days of February 3 

The new order makes a considerable number of changes 
from the last order and contractors would be well advised 
to look carefully at it. 


Loan Charges 


As a consequence of the recent change in Bank Rate, 
rates of interest payable on loans to local authorities, out 
of the local loans fund, have been altered. As from 
January 30, the new rates are to be: 
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Loans for not more than three years: 54 per cent. 

Loans for more than five years, but not more than 15 
years: 6 per cent. 

Loans for more than 15 years, but not more than 30 
years: 6 per cent. 

Loans for more than 30 years: 54 per cent. 


Development Plans 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government has 
29%proved two more Couniy Development Plans. That for 
Herefordshire was approved in December last, and that 
for the East Riding of Yorkshire in January. The 
Minister has now approved 143 plans, leaving 11 yet to 
be approved. The Herefordshire plan was submitted to 
the Minister in October, 1952, and that for the East 
Riding in June, 1952. 


Notice of a Planning Decision 


It sometimes happens that a planning application is 
placed before a council or a duly authorized committee 
and that body resolves to grant permission but does not 
notify the applicant of their decision. If, at a later date, 
they alter their decision, or attempt to do so, before they 
have notified the applicant of any decision, the question 
arises: Has permission been granted or not? 

This problem, which has occurred from time to time, 
was considered by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in a decision issued during last year. The 
case concerned a decision of the Hampshire County 
Council handled on their behalf by the Lymington 
Development sub-committee. That committee, meeting 
in July, resolved that outline permission should be 
granted, subject to suitable conditions. During August 
the committee became aware of local opposition to the 
proposed development and decided to defer ‘“‘considera- 
tion” of the application and to rescind their previous 
decision. Subsequently, in September, they resolved that 
permission should be refused. 

At the subsequent local inquiry into the refusal of 
permission the appellants contended that permission had 
been validly granted to them by virtue of the committee's 
resolution of July. They further maintained that the two 
later resolutions were ultra vires. Finally, they contended 
that the mere failure to communicate the committee's 
decision to the applicants did not mean that permission 
had any the less been granted. 

It was admitted by the local planning authority that the 
committee were duly authorized to deal with the applica- 
tion and to grant the permission in question, But it was 
argued that the failure to communicate the decision 
rendered it invalid. They based this latter contention 
upon the provisions of Section 16(3) of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, which provides that if within 
a specified period, (i.e., two months as provided by the 
G.D.O. of 1950) no notice has been given to the applicant 
of tie authority's decision, then he may for the purposes 
of an appeal regard his application as refused. 

The Minister dealt with the matter clearly, briefly and 
simply. “In the Minister's view, a decision remains a 
decision notwithstanding the absence of a notice com- 
municating it to the applicant. It follows from that view 
that the appeal has no basis and there is no action that 
the Minister can take on it.” 

Where a situation of this kind arises it cannot be 
emphasized too strongly that before concluding that a 
resolution to grant permission is effective it is vital to 
ascertain if the body making the decision had the 
necessary power to take that decision. Normally, if that 
body be any other than the local planning authority itself. 
the matter can be settled by reference to the current 
delegation agreement. A copy of the agreement can 
usually be obtained from the local planning authority or 
from the Minister for any proper purpose.

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THE WORK OF RONALD SIMS 


R. FURNEAUX JORDAN 


RR ONALD SIMS is among the more interesting of our 
younger architects. I italicise the word “interesting” 
because I mean that, as opposed to “best”, “successful” or 
“sensational”. Sims is none of these. I also advisedly say 
“younger” as meaning not merely under fifty, but rather 
as having qualified less than ten years ago 

At that time there emerged from the Architectural Asso- 
ciation a large number of able young men who, taking 
the full social and technical implications of the modern 
movement for granted, immediately climbed on the band- 
wagon of the day—Herts County Council, the L.C.C. 
and all that. In one sweep they took that modern move- 
ment from its immediate post-war phase, with its delayed- 
action memories of Pavilion Suisse, Impington and left- 
wing politics, into its prefabrication and Welfare State 


phase. That was the climate of the earlier ‘fifties 
Ronald Sims took no part in this. There was, in fact, 
a small group—Patrick Horsbrugh was another—who 


accepted the full implications of what was go 
them, with complete technical comprehensio: 
a fairly big grain of salt. They deliberately, 
through inertia, remained outside the ideological climate, 
outside their own architectural Zeitgeist. In a student this 
takes some courage. They regarded the new technology 
as a servant to be used in fulfilling their own plastic or 
aesthetic intentions—not as a master dictating the inten- 
tions. In other words, they admired Wright more than

Mies. That admiration which, looking back, one sees now 
must at the time have seemed almost reactionary, needed 
not only courage but great conviction. It also led to a 
certain rather brash experimentation with hexagonal plan- 
ning, even to rather curious echoes of Wright's art nouveau 
days. It meant also a kind of architecture which is— 
though this will be vehemently disputed—far more difficult 
than the Mies-Mondrian formalist solution; far more diffi- 
cult even if, without Wright's genius, it can be done at all; 
far less ephemeral, however, if it happens to be successful. 
Why less ephemeral? Because it is not, like Mies’ 
architecture, an esoteric solution, not just a_ brilliant 
aesthetic theory in three dimensions, not just architect's 
architecture. It recognizes the one undeniable basis of 
Wright's philosophy—the fact that in the end architecture 
stands upon the earth. Strip Wright of all the art nouveau, 
all the Aztec nonsense, and the “organic architecture” 
remains, and in some form always must remain. 

No one would suggest that Sims’ first buildings and 
projects come anywhere near his own ideal, but he does 
have that sort of rugged honesty that rejects current 
solutions and seeks more radical ones—arrived at by hard 
thinking. It is this dependence upon one’s own radical 
thinking that produces, as in Wright, a certain arrogance, 
of a kind that no one would confuse for a moment with 
conceit, 

Sims is a “promising” architect in the very literal sense 
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that this later work shows improvement upon the earlier 
improvement of a radical kind. All good architects, as 
they progress, simplify. They eliminate the dross. Bad 
architects do not do this; they get cleverer and cleverer. 
Sim’s has been running through this process pretty quickly. 
The Bournemouth church obviously had too many parts, 
too many bits and pieces. The sports pavilion has a certain 
stark unity. It is a single concept rather than a compilation 
of ideas. 

My own very discursive thoughts upon this subject are 
possibly inspired rather less by Sims’ buildings, masculine, 
uncompromising and sound though these are—than by his 
own personal combination of strength and gentleness. 
These are the sort of qualities which, more and more as 
time goes on, will find expression in his work. He has 
also written some very downright statements about his own 
work. These he has sent home from America where he is 
now lecturing. It is a pity they are not for publication 
and that they are to some extent—since they tell the story 
of his relationships with his clients—unpublishable. They 
bear, quite unconsciously I am sure, the stylistic hallmark 
of Wright's own earlier autobiographical writings, the same 
self-confidence (arrogance if you will) and the same drastic 
self-criticism, the same anger with philistinism and bureau- 
cracy, the same faculty for keeping a difficult client's 
loyalty through a long series of set-backs and troubles— 
including defiance of the client for the client’s own good.

UNSHON Memorial Methodist Church, 

Bournemouth, was my first commission 
In fact, it came to me during my final year 
as a Student at the A.A. School. To begin with, 
it was a problem for war damage settlement 
Already two architects had handled preliminary 
negotiations, and one of them had designed a 
new church for the clients; it was a “Modern 
Romanesque” design. The architect was 
Frederic Lawrence, in whose office [| had 
received my earliest training; he died in May, 
1948, and I had assisted in settling his pro- 
fessional affairs at that time. Being fresh in 
the game and possessing that peculiar “A.A 
sixth year” brand of confidence, I torpedoed 
all existing bases of settlement with the War 
Damage Commission and started a new claim 
The W.D.C. were none too co-operative and 
caused me to do many worthless exercises 
Settlement in principle took the best part of 
two years: I had succeeded in obtaining a figure 
considerably greater than my two experienced 
predecessors. I have always regarded this as an 
important fact, because the confidence of the 
client was won at this time and this commodity 
was to prove unexpectedly useful later on 

In 1950 I applied for a building licence, but 
failed to receive permission to build. I suc- 
cessfully sought the assistance of two local 
M.P.s, and what now appears entertaining cor- 
respondence with the Minister went on at 
monthly intervals for about two years. 

Needless to say, I never received a building 
licence. I jearned, or should have learned, that 
in such matters, the orthodox frontal approach 
is invariably unrewarding. 

While these things were going on, I was 
able to prepare sketch plans and models of 
several schemes for the Punshon trustees. An 
uncommonly large number of development 
schemes were considered. Some drew criticism 
from my clients, who, in their hearts, probably 
liked the “Romanesque” design and did not 
know what I was trying to do—nonetheless, 
there was a good understanding between us in 
other matters. They were delighted with the 
result of the war damage business, and they 
considered me sincere in my approach to de- 
sign, although there was steadily building 
opposition to everything | produced, particu- 
larly in high places. The Methodist Depart- 
ment of Chapel Affairs in Manchester controls 
all central funds for church building, and do 
not grant money until a “suitable” scheme is 
produced and passes the critical scrutiny of a 
“consultant architect”, who, in my case, re 
mained anonymous unapproachable 
Scheme after scheme drew scorn from this 
department and the Punshon project was earn- 
ing for itself a peculiar reputation even before 
final designs were drawn up. In the meantime. 
my total failure to produce a scheme acceptable 
to the local authority must have shaken my 
clients’ faith in my competance. The various 
schemes caused much local mirth and counci 
lors offered colourful quotes to local journals 
In certain circles, there was much talk as “it 
hasn't any windows”, “looks like a jam 
factory”, etc. Still I was unable to get a 
building licence! 

My resistance was growing pretty thin at 
this time, and I believe that only my teaching 
contact with the A.A., three days a week. 
stiffened me sufficiently so that I did not take

the easy exits—resignation or designing the sort 
of building everyone appeared to want. 

Building licences were removed in late 1955, 
I think, and all I had was a W.D.C. settlement 
and countless dummy runs—each one rejected 
at one stage or another by high-sounding 
authority. I did some rapid negotiating with 
the borough engineer and produced a design 
which I liked despite its obvious compromise 
and, more important, which he felt his com- 
mittee would approve. The refusal of this 
design was published amid lighthearted com- 
ment in the local Press. My clients knew of 
my failure before I did; indeed, I had appealed 
to the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on the passage of time (four months) 
without a decision before obtaining the terms 
of refusal from the town clerk’s department 

At this stage, I almost gave up and entered 
the grocery business, anything! Some time 
since I had uncovered evidence that the plan- 
ning authority had plans to make a car park on 
the church site. As a final throw, I dragged 
this in and that there were, as yet, undefined 
reasons for refusing permission to build. The 
trustees, after much talking, agreed, against the 
advice of their solicitors, to appeal to the 
Minister of Housing. In order to make their 
decision easier I offered to pay all expenses 
and to resign if I lost the appeal. 

Manchester Methodist departments were 
unhappy and scores of efforts were made to 
see that Methodism did not “fly in the face 
of local opinion and authority”; pressures were 
on and the local publicity entirely bad. By the 
skin of my teeth I clung to the confidence with 
which the committee had started out. 

As the appeal ranks were closed, the Man- 
chester Methodists sent down a representative 
of the department, Mr. Phillipson (now head of 
Methodist building) who could honestly declare 
that he liked the scheme. 

Having landed myself with the expense of 
the appeal, I was obliged to consider whether 
money would be spent on solicitors, counsel 
and the law generally, or whether I should pre- 
sent the case myself and thus keep things to the 
architectural point. Forensic argument requires 
at least two participants who know enough 
about the law to keep dissenting. I knew little 
of the law but rather more about the matter 
under consideration. I had an idea that, 
although the appeal concerned the aesthetics of 
architectural design, this particular local 
authority would not think to introduce an 
architect/planner as witness. I therefore de- 
cided that I should do so. Dr. Thomas Sharp 
agreed to help me and appeared as specialist 
witness. Unbelievably perhaps, the other side 
produced no qualified witness in support of 
their contention (i.e., the design was harmful 
to local amenity and that furthermore. when 
the planning authority gave approval in prin- 
ciple for a church to be erected on the site, it 
had in mind a church of traditional design) 
Instead there was a procession of opinionated 
officials displaying, equally, their prejudice and 
ignorance. It soon became clear that we were 
winning hands down, particularly after Sharp 
had said his pieces. The lawyers on the other 
side probably saw this because they switched 
their case, asked for the inquiry to consider 
the site development de novo.

of the proceedings was attacked and the in- 
spector stopped things on four occasions when 
the other side questioned my motives (persona! 
notoriety and that sort of thing). 

Considering the matter de novo and ask- 
ing that the approval in principle for a 
church be set aside, the council outlined its 
plans for car parking. The maladministration 
of the whole affair became apparent—not least 
to the inspector. 

The appeal business took seven months and 
the Minister commented in definite terms, say- 
ing that it was his opinion that the building 
“was honestly and well designed in the modern 
idiom”. I thought that things would run 
smoothly after this but I was mistaken; even 
yet prominent influences were at work for the 
thing to be reconsidered. The building was 
called many things and made interesting local 
Press copy. “Meat market”, “jam factory” 
were the most used quotes. The building was 
eventually built at a low tender figure. 

I have felt it necessary to lead in with the 
background and personal comment about the 
Punshon Church because it is the spinal in 
fluence of a longish period of my life, indeed 
all my practice thus far. Without the expecta 
tion of this work, I could not have started in 
practice so soon after being a student at the 
A.A. In terms of experience, I feel that the 
scheme was richer than the Honeywood file or 
the Blanding’s file ever could be. The record is 
necessary, too, because more than ten years 
passed between original design and building 
completion, yet not a week passed during that 
time without meetings being held, 
written, drawings prepared, etc. 

I do not love the building for its merit but 
now it is finished, it has a place in my heart; 
the finished work appears to be less of a 
battleground than I feared it would. | doubt 
whether the building deserves the R1I.B.A 
bronze medal that has been awarded, but | 
feel that I most certainly do.

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Punshon Memorial Church 


The design of the Punshon Memoria! 
Methodist Church uses the fortunately peculiar 
site, Mainstreet frontage (no vehicle access per- 
mitted by the planners) with a pleasant rear 
access road 8ft lower than the main road. All 
cars are routed round the green behind the 
building, thence to a car park on the lower 
level. Part of this car park is beneath the 
church itself. Accommodation on the parking 
level is divided. The congregation enter a door- 
way left of the garage: choir, children officials 
and preachers go right. The congregation find 
themselves in a large cloak lobby with stairs 
and passenger lift to all floors. Those who 
take the doors on the left side find themselves 
among vestries, minister's accommodation and 
a children’s chapel.

living accommodation, storage and a 
jection room. 

The church authorities own the adjoining 
site to the south, and the present buildings 
have been designed so that they may be ex- 
tended. The present church would then be 
come a multi-purpose hall. The meeting rooms 
and other ancillaries would be sandwiched be- 
tween the two large components—the mult 
purpose hall and the eventual church. 

This possibility is remote owing to lack of 
funds; the need is there, however, because the 
church thrives, fills to the brim, and has been 
accepted at last. In fact, it is surprising how 
things have changed since the building was 
finished. People who were outraged by the 
appearance of drawings and models now 
accept and even enthuse over the finished 
building. 

The outside of the building is satisfactory 
Considering that before long the whole of 
Exeter Road would be closely built, I felt that 
my problem was less building in the round and 
that I was to concern myself more with a 
principal facade, namely, all that I would be 
able to use for effect when neighbouring sites 
were built over, boundary to boundary. The 
extent of the site available for building left me 
with insufficient space to consider the usual 
“church in ample grounds” effect. I was left 
with something like a city church problem 

My solution was, in fact, a rejection of the 
facade as normally considered. I tried to 
break the frontage down into five parallel 
planes which were recessed in varying degrees 
and treated in different ways, tones of brick. 
texture, etc. I used a very dark red brown 
mortar so that brick joint pattern would be 
subdued and the irregularity of the Swanage 
handmades would give an interesting texture 

Getting back to the planes, on a main front 
view the Portland stone ramp wall is the fore- 
most plane and the glass clerestory/slate panel 
is the fifth and back plane. 

The primary structure is concrete—pre 
stressed for the most part. E. W. H 
Gifford, M.L.C.E., M..STRUCT.E. of Southamp 
ton, Was engineer and used the “Gifford Udall! 
Prestressing System”. I met Gifford because of 
Bournemouth church proposals. For several 
years we have had a pleasant working associa- 
tion and have worked on many projects. He 
has a lively mind and great stamina which he 
uses to the full. I have greatly profited from my 
association with him and an interest in struc- 
ture awakened by the late Felix Sammuelly 
at the A.A. would soon wither in the 
company of the normal provincial engineer 
Exchanges between Gifford and myself were 
extremely free and easy and when working to- 
gether our knowledge and interests appeared 
complementary with a pleasantly large lap 
Gifford has been mentioned at some length 
because his influence on my later work has 
been considerable.

Three Buildings for the University of Southampton 


The best building and the one that gave me 
least bother was the computer building. This 
building was to be paid for out of small 
works grants and no specific allotment was 
made by the University Grants Commission. 
For this reason the budget was trimmed to the 
bone. The site is a beautiful one beside a 
stream with masses of really enormous forest 
trees as backcloth, but the site is dished clay, 
and even after a dry spell water is never 
more than 9in below the surface. 

This wet site condition led me to adopt the 
construction shown on the section (see 
page 256). Deep, narrow foundations were 
designed to act as friction foundations. These 
were dug by machine and immediately (5 
mins.) backfilled, thus retaining ragged sides 
to trenches and placing concrete before water 
had filled the exposed trench. This idea proved 
to be quick, efficient and cheap. 

The construction of the superstructure was 
mixed—part load-bearing brick and 
timber frame. The roof was “Trofdek” con- 
struction. The plan had started out with the 
currently popular inner court but this could 
not be afforded. I very much wanted the 
computer to appear, in all its glossy efficiency. 
through glass screens. This has been success- 
fully handled 

The sports pavilion at North Stoneham was 
a less successful building, although it is 
difficult to determine why it is not as good as 
the computer building. True, it is on an even 
lower budget figure (less than £3 per ft. super). 
In view of the low ceiling figure I decided to 
eliminate circulation spaces entirely. That is 

there are no circulation spaces other than 
the perimeter ones and these I was able to 
handle as transitional inside/outside spaces. 
This was logical because mud and muck from 
the playing fields had to be shed somewhere 
and this seemed to be the obvious place. The 
deciding factor was the budget, and this 
approach allowed me to use purposely cheap 
techniques—single skin plywood panels (top 
hung to slide behind fixed glazed panels; 2ft 
by 2ft concrete paving slabs on hardcore for 
the floor. The roof framing is open and 
painted. By sliding the panel doors 50 per 
cent of the building can be opened up, and 
this feature has been tremendously useful 
during the summer of 1959. 

The hydraulics laboratory for the university 
was a rapidly contrived scheme because there 
was an American oil company deadline on 
the results to come from investigations carried 
on in the building. Normal contract proce- 
dure was cut and the building commenced 
before full drawings and quantities were 
ready. The roof was the ingenious item and, 
while I had high hopes of it when I developed 
the basic idea, I had no thought that it 
would become as efficient as Gifford eventu- 
ally made it 

The scheme was basically a shed: indeed, 
when the university came to me they had 
already drawn up a Nissen hut (Government 
surplus) solution, but hoped that I might have 
better ideas in the economy bracket. My 
scheme cost littke more than £2 a foot.

In spite of the high housing density achieved, all the 
large family houses have pleasant private gardens big 
enough to establish quality and small enough to maintain 
in an auto-tele age. The main west-to-east walk through 
the shopping square and on by the housing, through the 
pends below the cleverly planned two-apartment flats, 
which link the main housing terraces preserving the sky- 
line and the sense of enclosure, right on to the school 
grounds, will be a continual joy of changing vistas, con- 
trasts in spaces and architectural character.

Adequate spaces for garaging commercial vehicles with 
covered and open yard, and storage space contiguous, all 
at one level, are given to every shop, the provision for 
the co-operative store being particularly good. Private 
garages and parking places generally are in exact accor- 
dance with the conditions, their distribution and dis- 
position being admirably contrived for convenience and 
seemliness.

In short, I have had no difficulty in making this award 
and am confident, if the skill displayed in design is main- 
tained throughout the administration of the building 
contract, the council will, in due course, possess a valuable 
asset and a living example for the rest of their develop- 
ment ventures. 

The estimates of cost have been checked and in my 
view it would be wise to anticipate increases if the job is 
to be well built, particularly in the landscaping and layout 
costs. Nevertheless, the excess required should fall within 
the 10 per cent allowed in the conditions, providing no 
untoward foundation problems are encountered. The 
competitor should be questioned on running costs of the 
heating scheme proposed for the dweilings 

Selecting the winning design was relatively clear cut, 
but to differentiate between the merits of four other 
designs has been so difficult that | recommend merging the 
second and third premiums and dividing them equally 


between designs 43, 40,13 and 42. Each possesses dis- 
tinctive ideas and all display architectural character. 

No. 43 is a beautifully and competently presented 
scheme of almost mathematical precision, with very 
interesting house plans and groups, and inventive and 
arresting methods of construction resulting in exciting 
and novel forms. The architecture has a blend of sensi- 
tivity and firmness with good scale. It would, however, 
be a more expensive scheme to build, not so amenable to 
phasing and in feeling less human than the winner. 

No. 40 receives a prize for a single “big idea” filling 
the whole site with the shopping under a vast raised 
piazza, the dwellings in flats and maisonnettes being poised 
above a largely artificial landscape. Ingenious in con- 
ception, vigorous in architecture, showing capability and 
promise in design, but not a full appreciation of the 
planning context, nor a feeling for climate.

Design No. 13 displayed considerable skill and sensi- PY oad 


tivity in the layout of the shopping centre, and a thorough- 
ness in attention to detail that could well be studied by 
every competitor, not excluding the winner. The 
architecture is lively but mixed; sometimes well pro- 
portioned and attractive and allied to good detailed 
planning, but this competitor chose to place almost the 
whole of the dwellings in a high and inevitably heavy 
13-storey building on this very weak subsoil without in 
any way suggesting other than a conventional piled 
foundation. It is significant that his unit cost per dwelling 
is well above the average of the other four premiated aera 
competitors and that the ratio of building circulation area 


to_usable floor areas is high.

Though showing great skill in 
designing the shopping block, this competitor's housing 
disappoints being hard in expression, and, despite a very 
tidy layout, not showing much subtlety in landscape 
layout and architecture. 

Two other designs, Nos. 26 and 28, are commended for 
virtuosity of presentation, and had these competitors’ 
grasp of the design problems been equalled by their skill 
and perspicacity in presentation, the result might well have 
been different. I will conclude by remarking that with 
one exception the winner managed to tell a convincing 
and attractive story on the smallest set of drawings sub- 
mitted.

For 
gloss paints the viscosity range would 
be 60sec and over. For distempers 
and emulsion paints, the same con-
